FARM WATER SYSTEM 
POOR, WARDEN ADMITS 


He Also Acknowledges 
Withholding Letters 
Written by Inmates, Be- 
cause of ‘False Charges.’

Milledgeville, Ga., June 13.—(Spe- 
eial.)\—A complete reformation in 
prison methods at the state farm 
and the trading of the present prop- 
erty for a more suitable site will re- 
sult from the investigation of condi- 
tions at the institution, if the indi- 
cated report of the committee of su- 
perior court judges is adopted by the 
genera] assembly this summer. 

The examination of witnesses has 
pot been completed and the report of 
the judges will not be completed with- 
in a week after the hearing has ended. 
But after submission of testimony by 
prison officials this afternoon at the 
state farm and the securing of infor- 
mation from authentic sources there 
can be no doubt but what the com- 
mittee will make the above recom- 
mendation to Governor Thomas W.| 
Hardwick. 

“I don’t know another place in the 
state,” declared Warden J. E. Smith, 
of the prison, in reply to questions, 
“where Georgia tould have bought 
such a large tract of land containing 
so many sorry acres.” 

Shocks Committee. 

This statement, which eame from 
questions asked by Judge W. E. H. 
Searcy and Judge Mose Wright, sur- 
prised the committee as if a streak of 
lightning had shot from the clear skies, 
coming as it did from the warden of 
the farm who has held his office con- 
tinuously for the past 15 years. 

“In other words you have three 
times as much land as you need, and 
if you had 1,400 acres of good land 
and fair labor, a profitable institution

“Yes, sir,” replied Smith. 

“Isn’t it true?” asked Judge Wright, 
“that you can raise hardly anything 
on this miserable land?’

The officer replied in the affirme- 
tive and revealed that an average of 
only five or six bushels or cers to an 
acre are produced on the f He 
then declared that it “cost more to 
raise things on the farm than to make 
outright purchases.” An wumnsuccess- 
ful effort to produce wheat, under 
unusually heavy fertilization and cul- 
tivation, in a sufficient quantity te 
yield a profit, was outi:med. 

With the exception of charges of 
ervel treatment to prisoners, Warden 
Smith and Dr. Guy V. Compton, 
prison physician, substantiated prac- 
tically every other charge made 
against the institution when they 
testified late today. Slame for many 
of the alleged deplorable conditions 
was attributed to lack of funds. 

Letters Witbheld. 

Judge R. C. Bell secured a state- 
ment from the warden to the effect 
that for the past three years the 
water system at the farm has been 
wnadequate. Judge Henry C. Ham- 
mond developed that on several oc- 
cusions letters mailed by inmates 
had been placed in a file and never 
delivered to the outside world. 

“Why weren't these letters mail- 
ed?” asked Judge Hmmond. 

“Have withheld very few and then 
only when I knew charges contained 
am them were absolutely false,” Smith 
answered. 


“Are you and the prison commis- | 


sion so exalted that you cannot be 
subjected to attack?” the Augusta 
jurist retorted. “What harm could 
have come to you if the charges were 
fase?” 

The witness maintained that he 
thought he had acted properly and 
within his scope of power. Judge 
Wright laughingly remarked that 
jadges may be, and are frequently 
criticized for decisions rendered. 

Unussaly Frank. 

Reverting to the physical property, 
Judge Bell interrogated the witness 
on the equipment of the institution 
and its yalue to the state.

Two Streams Overflow 
Banks and Inundate 
Part of City of San 
Salvador. 


San Salvador, Republic of Salva- 
dor, June 13.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Three hundred persons are 
known to have been drowned and 
many persons more missing following 
an abnormal rise in the Acelhuate 
and Arenal rivers, which overflowed 
their banks and joined together in 
ope stream, inundating the Candela- 
ria district of this city. Several 
houses were swept away by the rag- 
ing torrent. 

The bodies of three hundred men, 
wumen and children have already 
been found. The flood was caused 


by a two-day torrential rainfall. 

The government has sent a relief 
expedition here to succor people in 
distress. A. large subscription list. 
has been started for the relief of tne 
sufferers.

Washington, June 18.—Prospects 
for early action by the house on pro-

Until that time, he told Rep- 
resentative Garrett, of Tennessee, act- 
ing democratic leader, no more such 
statements should be given respecting 
Muscle Shoals questions. Mr. Mon- 
dell added, however, that the decision 
would be formulated “in the near fu- 
ture.”’

Washingtoa, June 13.—({ By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Following the 
widespread concern in America over 
the delay by foreign nations in ap- 
proving the several treat:ce negotiated 
at the Washington disarmament par- 
ley, and the voluminous comment 
which ensued, press dispatches and 
state department reports indicate | 
steps are being taken to ratify those 
instruments. In France and Japan 
there is particular evidence of this 
being true. 

With the recent appointment in Ja- 
pan of Admiral Baron Kato,.as pre- 
mier, cariy action is expected from 
that nation. The new Japanese pre- 
mier was chief negotiator for that 
country at Washington during the 
conference last winter, and his support 
and knowledge of the treaties from 
personal participation in their formu- 
lation is indicative of toeir passage 
without alteration. 

Paris Reports. 

At the same time, word comes from 
T’aris that the French government will 
urge immediate action-in the chamber 
of deputies, a committee of which 
now has the matter under considera- 
tion. In France, however. it is said 
that some difficulty is expected over 
the Root resolution, which outlaws 
the use of saubm2tines agdinst mer- 
¢hant ships. It ie probable that the 
chamber of deputies will adhere to 
the Root resolution with a reserva- 
tion giving the French definition of 
a merchant ship, according to press 
d‘spatches.

Coincident with the information 
from France and Japan comes news 
irom London that the British gov- 
ernment has decided to ratify all of 
the trenties negotiated at the confer- 
ence, with the exception of the nayal 
treaty, by simple action of the privy 
council and without submission to 
cither house or parliament. 

British Situation. 

Interpretations placed upon the 
British announcement by officials at 
Washington ‘1s taken to mean that all 
of the treaties except the one men- 
tioned will be approved withour fur- 
ther delay.’ Nor is the announce- 
ment construed to mean that diffi- 
culty will arise over the ratification 
of the naval treaty, as this -instru- 
ment is “regarded as proper for con- 
sideration by parliament, not directly 
but in the form of a bill to give 
effect to its provisions, for the rea- 
son that authorization must be had 
for the scrapping of mauy ships and 
other reductions and changes in the 
raval establishment invoiving appro- 
priations,” all.of which is considered 
within the scope of necessafy parlia- 
mentary procedure,

DELAY IS GRANTED 
SCHOOLS COMMITTEE 


Gives Them Time to In- 
vestigate Jackson Street 
Site for School— Other 


Businéss. 


Condemnation proceedings to ob- 
tain the north end of Grant park as 
the site for the Girls’ High school 
may be started, it was atrongly in- 
dicated at a meeting of the bond com- 
mission Tuesday. 

At the request of its schools com- 
mittee, the commisison delayed action 
on a recommendation coming from 
the bourd of education that the in- 
st*tution be placed on what is known 
as the Jackson property at the south 
end of Grant park. The price for the 
tract, approximately twenty acres, is 
$37,500. 

Then at the request of Frank M. 
Inman, chairman of the schools com- 
mittee, the commission heard from 
Councilman J. C. Murphy, ex-officio 
member of the education board, who 
said that City Attorney James L. 
Mayson had studied the legal compli- 
cations which would involve taking 
over the northern end of the park and 
had given his opinion that the city 
can lawfully condemn the property 
tor public school purposes. 

To secure the site by this methed it 
would be necessary to condemn the 
reversionary interest of such of the 
Grant heirs as are not willing to quit 
ciaim their interest to the city. Mr. 
Murphy stated that Mr. Mayson said 
this proceedure could be carried 
through in sixty days’ time. 

To Investigate Site. 4 

Mr. Inman told the commission that 
the schools committee would like to 
be given the, opportunity of investi- 
gating the Jackson tract thoroughly 
before making up its repuyt. He said 
its recommendation would be ready 
before “the Aéxt regulat “inéeting of 
the commisyion and requested the 
enairman to call a special session. 

“I'll favor the board’s vecommenda- 
tion,” stated Major R. J, Guinn, a 
member of the schools committee, 
“It’s a fine purchase. But I will sug- 
gest that we offer it in exchange for 
ihe north end of Grant park.” 

“Can the city in good faith con- 
demn any of the park property?”

be used for purposes “not inconsistent 
with park purposes.” Several ex- 
pressed their belief that the erection 
and maintenance of a public school 
would not be inconsistent with park 
purposes.

Washington, Juae#3.--Warning by 
President Harding that he would feel 
obligated to call congress in special 


session if it failed to take up the 
ship subsidy bill prior to adjourn- 
ment, wae supplemented today by a 
white house announeement that the 
administration was determined to 
press unremittingly for action now. 

The president’s views on the ques- 
tion of an extraordinary session were 
set forth in a letter wri:ten May 26 
to Chairman Campbell of the house 
rules committee expressing the hope 
that the committee in charge of legis- 
sative machinery would open the way 
for speedy consideration of the meas- 
ure. Rrepublican committeemen de- 
clared the notice served by the presi- 
dent would rally many republicans to 
its support. 

The president’s letter as made pub- 
lic by Chairman Campbell follows: 


Text of Letter. 


“T understand that in a very short 
time the merchant marine bill is to 
be favorably reported to the house, I 
am writing to express the hope that 
your committee on rules will report 
whatever provision is necessary for its 
early and final consideration. I can 
not convey to you how very earnestly 
I feel the necessity ol passing this act. 
So much is‘involved and such a dif- 
ficult and discouraging situation will 
follow if congress fails to sanction 
the merchant mariue bill that I should 
feel myself obligated to call congress 
immediately in exiraordinary session 
to consider it if. it went over through 
any neglect or delay beyond the pres- 
J ent: term, | 

“I ghrould be 
operate in any way that I can in im- 
pressing the house with the necessity 
of the favorable consideration of this 
bill. I am writing an expression of 
my earnestness to you at this time be- 
cause I understand it is within the 
province of the rules committee to 
report a provision under which there 
may be aecured early, and I hope, fa- 
vorable considerativn.” 


President Insistent. 


It was disclosed at the white house 
that the president could suffer no 
greater disappointment ‘than that 
which would come thiough failure to 
put the shipping bill to a _ vote. 
Eouse leaders stated he had been 
most insistent that the measure be 
taken up, if necessary as a straight 
party issue, believing its enactment of 
great value to the country. 

While the merchaut marine com- 
mittee was working rapidly to have 
the bill in shape for the house to- 
morrow, Representative Davis, Ten- 
regssee, a democratic member, launch- 
ed the first minority attack on it, 
declaring it “vicious” in its provi- 
sions and that it gave more power to 
the shipping board than “good men 
ought to want, or bad men ought to 
have.” 

On the heels of this, Representative 
Gallivan, democrat, Massachusetts, 
attacked the board for permitting the 
American flag, displaying a photostat 
copy of the wine list on the ¢teamship 
President Pierce, which he charged, 
was printed o1t of money appropriat- 
ed by the government.

Case of Denson. 

Taking up the case of Denson, a 
war veteran who is afflicted with ep- 
ileptic fits the warden testified that 
when the prisoner was brought to the 
farm, he was examined and sent to 
the field. At a later date, he con- 
tinued, a guard came into his office 
in the evening and stated that Denson 
had “acted mighty ugly in the field,” 
had “cussed him out” and refused to 
work. 

“I talked to him about his conduct,” 
said the warden, “but he would make 
no explanation and was very impu- 
dent. I thought he needed a whipping, 
so telling him to place himself on the 
floor I “struck two light licks. He 
jumped up and cried: ‘That’s enough 
of this right now.’ 

“T seized him and called two guards 
who held him on the floor while I 
struck him three more light licks. He 
has not been punished since, and had 
I known at the time that he was sub- 
ject to these fits 1 would never have 
punished him. I do not waip prison- 
ers when 1 know they are in bad con- 


Strap Exhibited. 

The strap with which Smith said 
he had flogged men for the past fif- 
teen years was exhibited by the wit- 
ness at the request of the judges. It 
has a hard leather handle at the end 
of which is attached about three feet 
of leather about three jnches_ in 
width.

In answer to a question asked by 
Judge Hammond, he testified that no 
prison journal or magazines describ- 
ing other prisons and _  infirmaries 
were received in his department. 

The witness denied that he had 
ever applied “high life” to a prisoner, 
except for medical purposes. He de- 
clared that bisulphide of sulphur was 
used very frequently and that he con- 
sidered it an excellent medicine for 
its purposes. 

Judge Hammond asked why all the 
prisoners appeared so antagonistic to 
the physician and Dr. Compton re- 
plied that he did not consider this

Children Jailed 
In Titton Killing 


Mrs. M. 1. Lawhorn, her thr 
and her daughter, were placed in ‘lift 
county jail today at noon tollowing 
the killing of Samuel S. Monk, 71 
years old, by Sims Lawhorn, about 10 
o'clock this morning. Later Mrs. 
Lawhorn,-her daughter and younger 
son were released on their own re- 
cognizance to appeur before the cur- 
oner’s jury when it reconvenes at 9:30 
Wednesday morning. 

The jury was empanelled at the 
scene of the murder this morning and 
after viewing the body adjourned un- 
til 3 o'clock in the afternoon. It met 
at that hour and after a short session 
adjourned until 9:30 Wednesday 
mornjng in order that the surgeons 
might have time to examine the 
wounds and find the bullets. 

Floyd Lawhorn claimed that Mr. 
Monk came to the field where he and 
his brother, Sims, were at work, say- 
ing that it was time to settle the dif- 
ficulty that had arisen the previous 
week. He drew a pistol, it is alleged, 
and fired at Sims and Sims returned 
the fire, killing him instantly. Monk 
was shot twice, once in the right side 
and once through the tip of the nose 
into the brain. The nature of the 
wounds led the jury to believe that 
two pistols were used since the fur- 
ther investigation. 

Mr. Monk’s family insits that he 
had no pistol and that he was on his 
way to another part of his farm when 
he passed along the road by the field 
where the Lawhorns were at work. 
The third son was in another field at 
some distance from the scene of the 
killing. 

The Lawhorns came from middle 
Georgia about three years ago. Mr. 
Monk came from Taylor county to 
Tifton about 20 years ago and for a 
time was in the live stock business 
here. Later he has been engaged in 
farming, trucking and fruit growing. 
The Lawhorns were his tenants. His 
wife died in January. He is sur- 
vived by four sons and four daugh- 
ters. ! 

Monk and Floyd Lawhorn _ were 
placed under peace bonds of $3,000 
each last week becnse of the ill- 
feeling between landlord and tenant.

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ATTACK ON TARIF 


Washington, June 13.—The admin- 
istration tariff bill was subjected to 
another national attack today in the 
renate by Senator Simmons, democrat, 
North Carolina, who declared the 
committee duty of 60 per cent ad 
valorem on reed and willow furni 
ture—whi subsequently was ap- 
rroved—was illustrative of the 
of the majority as outlined in the 
whole bill. 

“You start in the kitchen levying 
heavy duties on kitchen utensils and 
ware,” said the senator. “Next you 
impose a heavy tax on table ware, 
then you go efter the furniture in the 
bome, levying a duty of 60 per cent 
on furniture in common use through- 
out the country. . 

If you can tel] me anything of con- 
sequence entering into the household 
or the building of the home, or that 
goés. on the backs of the people on 
which you have not increased the 
duties, I don’t know what it is... If 
this tax is for revenue, then I say to 
you do not go into the homes of the 
people to tax the necessities to raise 
a revenue.” 

Senator Simmons argued that a 60 
_ cent duty could not be justified 
rom a protection standpoint, but this 
was disputed by Chairman McCumber, 
of the finance committee, and Senator 
Townsend, republican, Michigan. 

Only Real Fight. 

The furniture item furnished the 
only real fight of the day in which 
unusually good progress was made on 
the bill. Disposing of several remain- 
ing minor amendments in the metal 
schedule, the senate got through with 
the wood schedule, after deferring the 
fight over the proposal to retain 
shingles on the free list. 

Then it went into the sugar sched- 
ale, but since the committee had not 
recommended any change in the house 
rates in that section, the big con- 
troversy over this will await comple- 
tion of action on the remaining 1,700- 
odd committee amendments. 

Senator Underwood, of Alabama, the 
democratic leader, gave notice when 
the wood schedule was taken up that 
at the proper time he would move 
10 restore logs of fir, spruce, cedar 
and western hemlock to the free list. 
A duty of one dollar per thousand feet 
board measure, was approved by the 
house and the committee The Ala- 
bama senator said it was absurd to 
put the logs on the dutiable list when 
timber, hewn sided or square was lef: 
on the free list. 

Other Rates. 

Aside from the 60 per cent duty on 
reed furniture, rates in the wood 
echedule approved includéd 15 cents 
per gross on clotures; 35 per cent ad 
valorem on house or cabinet furniture 
of wood, not specially provided for, 
and from 40 to 50 per cent on porch 
and window blinds, baskets, shades, 
and screens of bamboo wood, straw or 
yalm leaf, 

Opposing the committee approval to 
put blackstrap molasses on the free 
list, Senator Broussard, democrat, 
Iouisiana, during consideration of the 
sugar schedule, argued that a duty on 
this commodity was essertial to pro- 
tect the producers in his state and 
that the rate would not increase the 
price of feed to live stock growers as 
had been contended before the finance 
committee. 

Senator Broussard charged that 
Proctor & Gamble had started a wide- 
spread “selfish” prcpaganda for free 
lackstrap, urging that a duty would 
‘nerease prices of mill feeds in which 
such molasses is used. 

A tariff duty of 25 per cent ad 
valorem on new type was approved to- 
day after a vigorous protest by Sen- 
stor King, democrat, Utah, who said 
the only purpose he could see in the 
provision was an effort to destroy the 
foreign language press of the United 
States.

Washington, June 13.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Around a 
lowly worm, of the species “teredo,” 
whose nefarious trade consists of un- 
dermining the basic structure of naval 
wharves, is built a story which today 
ves promise of embracing a number 
of things and becoming national in 
prominence, . 

It is this: 

Senator King, democrat, of Utah, 
has started an offensive against those 
forces, which, he charges, are bent 
upon destroying the naval base at 

are island in San Francisco har- 
bor, where a part of the scene is laid. 
He has served notice that any scheme 
contemplating the abandonment of the 
Mare island base in favor of the Ala- 
meda base, whose development as a 
naval base would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000,000, would not 
be tolerated. . 

When the naval appropriation bil) 
passed in the house it carried an item 
of $2,800,000 for the Mare island 
navy yard in California, of which 
sum $750, was made immediately 
available. The apropriation was made 
after a bitter fight to have the Mare 
island yard abandoned, and the Als- 
meda base improved. The charge was 
made at the time that real estate 
interests at Alameda were particu- 
larly interested in the plan. 

Appropriation Cut. 

But when the bill reached the sen- 
ate, the appropriation of $750,000 
for “diking and dredging’ at Mare is- 
land was rednced to $250,000; and 
what served to add fuel to the fire 
was the fact that the missing $500,- 
000 was given to the naval base of 
Bremerton, which is located at Puget 
Sound, near Seattle, Wash. In mak- 
ing the reduction in the fund avail- 
able for the Mare island base, Sen- 
ator King declares that the way has 
been opened for the lowly “teredo.” 
He says the additional fund must be 
spent to stay the ravishes of that 
industrious worm. 

That merely is the episode of the 

worm; but there is a sequel: 
_ Senator Poindexter, of Washington, 
is chairman of the senate naval af- 
fairs committee, and is a candidate 
for re-election this year. Senator Poin- 
dexter voted to. have Senator New- 
berry, of Michigan, retain his seat 
in that body. 

Senator Newberry made the motion 
to grant the $500,000 appropriation 
to the base at Bremerton. Whether 
Bremerton gets the money or not— 
and Representative “Pat” Kelley, of 
Michigan, insists the senators will rot 
before the appropriation is approved 
by the conferenee committee of the 
house and senate—Senator Poindexter 
and Senator Newberry will have made 
the effort. But. there are more de- 
tails to this bit of pre-election gossip. 

More Details. 
During house committee hearings, 
it is said, many expert witnesses tes- 
tified that unless necessary appropria- 
tion was made for the Mare Island 
navy yard, permanent injury would 
result, due to some paraxitie creature 


‘eating into the docks and destroying 


them—the lowly worm again. The 
money was appropriated by the house. 
so Referring to the Bremerton yards, 
Kelley said an appropriation was made 
a year ago for improvements there, 
and that the improvements were not 
yet begun. To grant more money to 
the Bremerton yards would be folly, 
he insisted. 

Just how the item got into the naval 
appropriations bill in the senate is 
not proved as yet The gossip is, how- 
ever, that Poindexter called on New- 
berry a8 an expert witness because at 
one time Newberry was assi&tant sec- 
retary of the navy. It is related that 
Newberry responded by saying that 
Mare Island yard did not need that 
much money, and that $250,000 should 
fo to Mare Island and $500,000 to 
Bremerton. 

Poindexter’s Trouble. 


Out in the state of Washington just 
now Poindexter is having trouble. His 
opponent is fighting him hard on the 
scound that he was once a prog *s- 
sive, but that he voted to seat Nev- 
berry. His opponent is intin; «: ¢ 
that Senator Jones, of Washingtui 
did not vote to seat Newberry, but 
spoke against him, and the reports 
indicate that Poindexter has some 
cause for. worry. 

Representative Kelley, on the other 
land, 's campaigning in Michigan for 
a seat in the senate. He is opposing 
Senator Charley Townsend, the ma 
who went to Newberry’s defense in 
the senate, and he is making the fight 
to have “Newberryism” ousted from 
the state. Naturally, Newberry is 


| eupporting Townsend and opposing 
Kelley, and Kelley is none too friendly 


with Newberry. 

In the event the Bremerton appro- 
priation is approved, the naval appro- 
priation bill will have to go to con- 
ference of the house and senate cdm- 
mittees. Kelley will be a member 
of the conference committee, because 
he is chairman of the house subcom- 
mittee on naval appropriations. Kelley, 
therefore, will get the last whack at 
the bill, and will develop more cam- 
paign material for his fight on New- 
berry and Townsend. Incidentally, 
Kelley, as the lender of the “little 
navy” fizht in the house, will get am- 
munition to renew his war on that 
score. e is making a nart of his 
campaign on his work for reduced 
naval appropriations.

T0 RAIL COMMISSION 


James Menzies, freight traffic 
manager of the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroad Tuesday appeared before the 
class rate investigation of the inter- 
state commerce commission in the 
federal building and offered testimony 
on the class rate adjustment pro- 
yosed by southern carriers from all 
points in this territory. : 

The new plan, according to Mr. 
Menzies, means a large number of 
reductions to interior Florida cities,

Along this line the carriers are 
proposing a rate of $2.08 per 100 
pounds, first class, from Cincinnati 
to Jacksonville, instead of the pres- 
ent rate of $1.49.

More than 21 persons out of every 
100,000 inhabitants of Atlanta were 
ki’led by automobile accidents in 1921,

tion, according to figures compiled by 
George Walraven, president of the 
“nublic safety” committee of local civic 
organizations. 

Mr. Walraven, who was the princi- 
nal speaker Tuesday. at the weekly 
meeting. of the Rétary club, related 
corresponding figures of other cities in 
which surveys had been made, as com- 
pired with Atlanta, which showed a 
total of 217-10 per cent casualty list 
for every 100,000 inhabitants in 1921. 
Richmond, Va., with a population of 
15¢,000, showed the best figures, its 
|cath rate from automobile accidents 
bcing only 64-5 per cent, he declared. 

‘Since the organization of the pub- 
lie safety committee in Atlanta,” as- 
serted Mr. Walraven, “the number of 
automobile accidents in the business 
section has shown substantial reduc- 
tion. It was due to the efforts of cur 
committee that the traffic signal lights 
were installed on the principal thor- 
oughfares in the -downtown district. 
We are informed that the greater num- 
ber of accidents occurring locally now 
are in the residential districts, where 
supervision of traffic officers is limited, 
owing to the inadequate force of offi- 
cers to handle this problem. 

“Since 1915 Atlanta’s death rate 
from automobile accidents, the major- 
ity of which were preventable, in- 
creased from 61-10 per cent to 
217-10 per cent in 1921. These figures 
show the need for a solution to this 
problem and as a result of the startling 
increase in the number of accidents 
during the last seven years the public 
safety committee was organized sev- 
era} months ago, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the various civic clubs 
of Atlanta, 

“We are doing our utmost to assist 
public officials in curtailing accidents 
and as a result of our efforts there 
has been a noticeable decrease in ac- 
clients in Atlanta during the last few 
months.” 

Allen Schoen, widely known insur- 
ance man, in a brief address outlined 
the basis of fire insurance rates in 
cit'es whose population was more thap 
10,000. He demonstrated in points the 
methods used in arriving at the basis 
of rates. The plan is divided into five 
major considerations. This includes 
water facilities, tire equipment, con-

gone and the thing called sleep and 
repose only a haunting nightmare.

“The advent’ of the boll weevil,” 
ways the report, “was a staggering 
biow to the farmers of Georgia. In 
spite of the efforts made to prepare 
them for its onslaught, the cry of 
‘wolf! wolf!’ so frequently heard and 
discounted, ‘ulled them into a false 
eense of security. Like all plagues 
which have afflicted humanity, the 
weevil struck suddenly and with de- 
vestating fury. The toll it took of 


our cotton crop last year was appall-: 


sng. 

Coming as it did upon the heels 
of the tremendous financial losses and 
depression from which our people had 
suffered, it left them in a sort of 
coma, and so perplexed that they did 
not know what to do. 


No Cotton Substitute. 


“Those. who concluded that. they 
would limit cotton production began 
at once to seek for some cro: which 
Their 
search was disappointing, and this 
further complicated the _ situation. 
Heroic efforts have been made by this 
institution and its field workers to ex- 
plain to our farmers for some years 
that no crop could take the place of 
cotton, but that when its cultivation 
was minimized a considerable number 
of crops must be utilized in its place, 
that animal industry must be m@gni- 
fied and encouraged, and our whole 
policy of land cultivation and farm 
management reorganized. 

“It is not surprising that our far- 
mers should have yee such radical 
changes difficult of assimilation and 
institutio: in practice, and it is in- 
deed encouraging that under the cir- 
cumstances so large a Mmeasure of 
progress has already been achieved. 
It is quite certain that marked de- 
velopm ‘nt along the lines of diversi- 
fied cropping will be evidenced very 
shortly, for the lesson, while bitter and 
costly, none the less proved to be the 
stimr’=" which was needed. 


Cow is Recognized. 


“It is gratifying to be able to re- 
port that there are a number of con- 
structive agencies at work in Geor- 
gia, helping revamp the agriculture of 
the state and to orient it along lines 
which wili be productive of the most 
good. There has been a veritable re- 
naissance along dairy lines. The boll 
weevil is responsible in large mea- 
sures for tue changes which have been 
wrought in this direction. At the 
same time the dairy cow is coming 
into her own and the dairy business is 
winning a substantial place in the 
affection, of our people, and it will 
not be readily disloged. . 

“The poultry industry has taken on 
new life. In many communities it bas 
been found that egg circles could be 
organized and a superior quality of 
poultry produce shipped acceptably to 
distant. markets. A eonsiderable 
quantity of Georgia eggs has _ been 
marketed at profitable prices in New 
York. White eggs from the college 
poultry division won fourth place in 
the New Jersey egg contest, and 
brown eggs won second place in the 
Indiana contest. We are importing 
$20,000,000 worth of poultry products 
each year. The city of Atlanta, for 
instance, is chiefly supplied from 
Tennessee. 

“We have a home market at our 
command which “we cannot supply 
satisfactorily without probably treb- 
ling or even quadrupling our present 
poultry industry.” 

.In conclusion the report states the 
coll. ;e of agriculture now radiates 
from the center to the circumference 
of -Georgia anu daily makes thou- 
sands of points of friendly and in- 
spiring contact with its citizenry.

Davis dormitory at State Normal; « 
bill for Temperance day observance in 
_the public schools, this intended as a 
law enforcement bill. 

The following bills, if they are in- 
troduced, will also be backed by wom- 
en’s organizations : age of consent, 
children’s code commission, child place- 
ment, increase in appropriation for 
Georgia Training School for Girls.

| Ascot Heath, England, June 13.— 
“Royal Ascot,” King George’s own pri- 
vate race-meeting—opened here amid 
scenes of the greatest brilliancy, every 
grade of humanity being represented, 
from the elite of British and conti- 
ental society to the sporting com- 
munity, general public, tourists and 


humble picnickers. 

Thousands of diaphanously gowned 
women, wearing cloaks and hats of the 
latest fashion, rushed to shelter when 
a sudden rainstorm occurred. They 
un- 
daunted by the dampening. The king’s 
party drove the length of the course 
in a downpour. 

The day Apparently marked the defi- 
nite return of the long skirt and the 
big hat.

“A know 
tial for success in selling the Latin- 
American,” declared Mr. Dominguez, 
“Spanish is the language of twenty- 
two sister republics of the western 
hemisphere. 

“To what extent are Americans ac- 
tually seeking to obtain business with 
their sister republics? Will they al- 
low other nations to steal a march on 
them? The allies in war are certain 
to become rivals in South American 
trade and it behooves us now to make 
every possible effort to opén relations 
and strengthen ties with the Latin- 
American neighbors. 

“Primarily, the salesman should 
have a yood working knowledge of 
Spanish—-or of Portuguese, if he goes 
to Brazil. He shoala not only speak 
the language correctly, but he should 
understand the customs of the people 
with whom he is doing business.

MONEY MARKETS 
DISPLAY HEALTH 


Stronger Tone Is Regis- 
tered, But Recovery 
Only Moderate — Prices 
Unsettled at Opening. 


New York, June 13.—The stock 
market today made general but only 


moderate recoveries from the preced- 
ing day’s severe depression. In a 
few noteworthy instances, chiefly 
rails, the rebound carried prices close] 
to last week’s final quotations, 

Prices were extremely unsettled in 
the first hour, that period witnessing 
a further extensive weeding out of 
margin or speculative holding at ad- 
ditional declines of 1 to 3 points. 
Thereafter the tone was more stable 
on a marked reduction of operations. 
Altogether the course of the markef 
seemed to justify the opinion preva- 
lent in many quarters that the recent 
liquidation had created stronger tech- 
nical conditions. 


Stock exchange officials refused to 
discuss reports dealing with that in- 
stitution’s latest policy of conserva- 
tism. It is understood, however, that 
the exchange has the co-operation of 
the banks in its effotrs to gradually 
eliminate reckless speculation, 

Oils,. steels, motors and the better 
grade of rails reflected substantial 
support in the last half of the ses- 
sion, some of the equipments, ship- 
pings, textiles and chemicals also 
sharing in the stronger tone. 

Net gains of 1 to 4 points were 
scored by Mexican Petroleum, Genera] 
Asphalt, Sinclair, United States, Cru- 
cible and Republie Steels, Studebaker 
and Maxwell “A” and “B”. issues, 
Baldwin and Lima Locomotives, Amer- 
ican Sugar, Corn Products, Davison 
Chemical, Reading, Southern Pacific 
and New Central. Sales amounted to 


1,300,000 shares. 


Yesterday’s low rate of 23-4 per 
cent for call loans was not repeated, 
the quotation opening and holding at 
3 per cent until the final half hour 
when 31-2 per cent was demanded. 
This slight stiffening was regarded as 
natural, in view of tomorrow’s heavy 
withdrawals of government deposits 
to meet interest payments maturing 
the middle of the month, 

Sharp reactions occurred through- 
out the foreign exchange list, sterling 
again reacting 21-2 cents to 4.46 1-2 
for demand bills, with declines of 6 
to 12 points in allied rates and 3 to 
almost 10 points in neutrals.

The tax (normal 
and surtax) amounted to $1,075,053,- 
G86. As compared with 1919, these 
figures show a growth of 1,927,194 in 
the number of returns filed and an in- 
crease in the total net income reported 
amounting to $3.876,137,731, but a 
decrease of $194,576,418 in the total 


tax. 

The marked change, however, may 
be discerned in the increase of the 
wage-earner class. In 1920, this class 
represented 72 per cent of the total 
returns and in 1919 65 per cent of the 
total—an increase of some 1,750,000 
persons, 

A further index, perhaps, of the de- 
pression’s toll is revealed in the fact 
that in 1920 the percentage of the 
total net income represented by joint 
returns of husbands and wives with 
or without dependent children was 63. 
In 1919 it was nearly 67. However, 
the amount of income for this class of 
returns in 1920 was nearly $15,000,- 
000,000 or approximately $1,000,000,- 
000 over that of 1919.

This decrease 
is attributed to the more prosperous 
period during the war. 

The average net income per return 
for 1920 was $3,269.40, and the aver- 
age amount of tax was $148.08, mak- 
ing the average tax rate 4.53, the 
report stated. 


Georgia Figures. 
In the state of Georgia, the total 


personal returns made was 73,325, 


representing 1.01 per cent of the total 
returns filed throughout the country. 
The net income for the state repre- 
sented by the figures, which are for 
the year 1920, was $228,619,716, or 
.96 per cent of the total for the en- 
tire country. On the net income 
shown for the state, the tax paid 
amounted to $7,697,693, which rep- 
resented .72 per cent of the total. 

With the 1920 census showing a 
population of 2,895,832 for the state 
of Georgia, 2.53 per cent filed tax 
returns, The average net income per 
return for the year was $3,117.90, 
and the average amount of tax per re- 
turn was $78.95, which compared 
favorably with the average sum paid) 
by other southern states. The per 
capita income tax for the _ state 
amounted to $2.66. 

Comparative figures on the progress 
made in the amount of income tax re- 
turns in the period from 1916 through 
1920 in the state were also shown 
by the statement. In 1916 only 3,- 
444 returns, representing a net in- 
come of approximately thirty-three 
million dollars, on which the amount 
of tax paid was $378,062, were filed. 
In 1917 the total number of returns 
made amounted to 38,252, which rep- 
resented a total income for the year 
of $137,775,612 and a total tax of 
$3,250,342. For the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1918, the total number 
of retuurns filed increased to 39,073, 
and the amount of net income repre- 
sented was $148,366,439. Tax paid 
for the year amounted to $7,077, 184. 

In 1919. 
During 1919 the number of per- 


-sonal returns filed reached the figure 


58,930 for the state of Georgia, and 
the net income represented amounted 
to $219,471,959, which was an in- 
crease of nearly one hundred million 
dollars over the preceding year. The 
tax yield for the year also increased 
over’ two million dollars, amounting 
to $9,184,092. A general progress 
was mown throughout the period. 

Simple and cumulative distribution 
of personal returns by income classes 
for the calendar year 1920 were also 
given for the United States as a 
whole. 

For the period mentioned there 
were 2,671,950 returns filed with in- 
comes between one and two thousand 
dollars, which represented 36.80 per 
cent of the. total filed. The next 
highést classification was in incomes 
ranging from two to three thousands 
of dollars, in which case there were 
2,569,316 returns filed, or 35.39 per 
éent of the total. There were ap- 
proximately one million and a half re- 
turns filed_in the class between three 
and five thousand dollar incomes, with 
a gradual decrease in higher scales. 

ncomes from $10,000 to $25,000 
were 38,540 in number, or .53 per 
cent of the total. From one hundred 
to one hundred and fifty thousand, 
there were slightly over two thousand 
returns filed; from $300,000 to $500,-

000, 239 returns filed; from $500,000 


to $1,000,000, 123, and those having 
incomes of a million and over were 
only thirty-three in number, accord- 
ing to the statement. 


4 12,000 Millionaires. 


The number of “millionaires” in the 
United States, as shown by the re- 
port were in excess of twelve thou- 
sand, as shown by. the number _of 
individuals filing returns with in- 
comes of $50,000 or more annually— 
all persons having incomes reaching 
this figure are reported to have prop- 
erty whose value exceeds one million 
dollars, it igs said. 

Of the total net income, as shown 
by the treasury report, over 65 per 
cent, or $15,632,079,896 was free from 
normal tax on account of personal 
exemptions, dividends; and interest on 
government obligations not ‘wholly 
exempt from tax. 

The income reported by individuals 
as having been derived from busi- 
ness, other than from partnership or 
personfl service corporations, was 
shown to be $3,205,555,387, with 964,- 
123 businesses reporting. Agriculture 
and related industries formed ap- | 
proximately 29 per cent of the 
number and was the largest in-| 
dustry represented.
